Trainee Writes Of Army Life 


What kind of a life do Andover's 
young trainees lead? Ted Hinman 
left here about a month ago, and 
after ‘staying a few nights at 
Devens he was shunted off to 
Texas. Here are his impressions: 

The second contingent of An- 
dover volunteers were inducted in- 
to the U. S. Army late Friday after- 
noon, January 8rd, after an 
all-day physical examination that 
“aw two of our number drop by 
the wayside. The remaining five: 
Johnny Cederberg, Ed Coates, 
Lionel Boisvert, Jiggs Giorrie and 
myself pulled into Devens about 
9 o'clock and were soon sound 
asleep in comfortable heated 
wooden barracks. The next morn- 
‘ng we awoke to start a life new 
and different to each and every 
One of us. 

Our first concern was the food 
which we found perfect. Further- 
more, second and third helpings 
were not refused. At Devens, our 
meals were served cafeteria style; 
and if patience is a virtue, we 
must all be saints; because on the 
average we had to wait in line a 
half an hour for each meal. 

We were immediately shown 
how to make a (bed army style. If 
our bunks were not made up just 
80, one of the “non-coms” wou'd 
run down the line of beds, messing 
every imperfect bunk no matter 
how neatly it was made. In other 
words, there is only one way ‘to 
make a bed tin the army. The sol- 
diers in each barracks were re- 
sponsible for the daily cleaning of 
the same \before work started each 
day. This work divided among the 
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‘ot of us took no time at all and 
assured us a spotless place to 
live in. 

The first two days we had hard- 
ly a moment’s rest. Saturday 


morning we were given inocula- 
tions for smallpox, diphtheria, and 
typhoid. It sounds tough, but it 
was nothing. Later in the morning 
we were given a classification test 
which was ridiculously easy. In 
the afternoon we had our personal 
interview, which completed our 
classification. Sunday we were 
“processed.” In other words, we 
were issued our equipment and for 
the first time felt like soldiers. I 
won’t say what we looked like. 
for some of us received vintage of 
1917 blouses and coats. 

Lectures on various phases of 
military life and our first taste of 
close order drill occupied the days 
during our brief stay at Devens. 
Friday afternoon (the 10th) 310 of 
ug left by special train to join the 
211th Coast Artillery-Anti-Aircraft 
at Camp Hulen, Palcios, Texas.

The three-day train trip was 
quite an experience for all of us. 
We found plenty tio keep us busy 
and we were given a workout 
whenever the train made a long 
stop. We arrived at Palacius early 
Monday morning and we were 
given a warm reception, As most 
of you know, our regiment, the

tional Guard which was inducted 


into the regular army last fall. 
More commonly referred to as the 
“Finsit Corps Cadets,” iit is the old- 
est military unit in the U. S. in 
continuous service. We are very 
proud of that record as well as our 
integrity in being 100 per cent 
Massachusetts. We are now 1700 
strong, just a few hundred short 
of a full war strength unit. 

Palcios (I think it’s on the map) 
was more or less of a ghost town 
until Camp Hulen appeared. It has 
mushroomed jovernight, and with 
it has Palcios. It happens to be 
below sea level, iso the mud is ever 
with us. However, the gpring 
weather and longer evenings atone 
for that. Although we are right 
on the Gulf of Mexico, swimming 
is tabloo; because. siting rays, devil 
rays, and poisonous jellyfish infest 
the waters. We also have to be 
on ithe alert on land due to the 
presence of rattlesnakes, scorpions, 
centipedes, and _ black widow 
spiders. 

Besides the 211th there are regi- 
ments from New Hampshire, 
Texas, Missouri, Louisiana, and 
Kentucky, so there are nearly 12,- 
000 officers and men stationed 
here. We expect to be back in New 
England to march in Boston, Apri! 
19th. This summer we will either 
be in Camp Fdwards in Brewster 
or Fort McKinley off Portland. All 
regiments here at Hulen are anti- 
aircraft units. Ours consists of a 
searchlight and sound detector bat- 
tery, three big 3+inch gun batteries, 
four machine gun batteries, and 
two headquarters batteries. 

We live in heated tents here, 
six to a tent. The food is not as 
good as Devens’ but our appetites

are so keen we don’t bother about 
being fussy. The water here is so 
full of chlorine it iis quite unpala- 
table, and with poor water good 
coffee is impossible. The officers 
and the ‘“non-coms” here treat us 
perzectly. We just ‘completed: the 
regular three months’ training 
course in less than a month, and 
have been assigned to our regular 
patteries as full-fledged soldiers. 
John (Cederberg is in Baittery EH 
with the 30 calibre Browning ma- 
chine guns, while Leo Boisvert and 
myzelf are with Battery D and the 
big 3-inch guns. 

Here is a daily routine. Reveille 
at 6:15; calisthenics 6:30; wash- 
up and clean tent 6:45; mess. at 
7:00. Morning period, 7:30-11:30; 
mess 12; afternoon period 1-4; 
retreat 5:00; mess 5:15; taps at 
11. Marches, drill and lectures 
fill the work period. Hach battery 
does guard and policing duty. every 
eight days. Some of our hikes are 
thirty-mile overnight bivouacs, 
each of us carrying a full pack of 
‘thirty-six pounds. As yet we have 
been on the firing range only once. 
It was loads of fun and some of 
us received pretty good scores, 

We trainees are still quarantined 
within the camp area, 80 we've seen 
little of Texas. Our evenings are 
spent at the post exchange, the 
camp theatre, or in our tents writ- 
ing letters, swapping yarns, or 
cleaning our guns. 

It’s pretty close to taps now, so 
I'll finish up. Jack Cederberg and 
Lionel] Boisvert join me in send- 
ing our regards to all our Andover 
friends. We certainly appreciate 
their letters.

RUBBISH 


Rubbish is quite a customary 
thing at town meetings, and this 
year will be no exception save 
that a lot of the rubbish will be 
about rubbish. 


Twice in the warrant speakers 
will be given an opportunity to 
talk about rubbish, once specifi- 
cally about garbage and again 
specifically about where the rub- 
bish will go. The town is being 
asked to appropriate $12,000 for 
the collection of garbage and it is 
also being asked to purchase a 
site in West Andover to be used 
as a waste disposal area, which in 
its present location on High street 
has been known as a dump. 

Siome persons are going to ob- 
ject to paying $12,000 a year for 
garbage collection; other persons 
are going to object to having a 
wasite disposal area located so far 
from the center of population. 
There will be good reasons for ob- 
jecting to both. 


Possibly $12,000 is not too high 
a cost for garbage collection in a 
town the size of Andover. If this 
figure is not too high, Andover 
should make every effort to cut out 
some less desirable appropriation 
to make way for this one. Fvrst, 
however, a careful study of the 
possibility of municipal collection 
rather than private contract col- 
lection should be made. Our town 
Board of Public Works formerly 
used to hire trucks but it 
that by buying a fleet of its own, 
it could save considerable money. 
Possibly this would hidld true also 
in garbage collection; the town 
may be able to save by doing the 
work itself. 

A public dump, to be of real ad- 
vantage, shou'd be close enough 
to the center of population to make 
its use non-prohibitive. It would 
net seem to be wise to have a 
dump in West Andover if people 
would rather accumulate their 
rvbbish et home than go ’way out 
there. And yeit, there’s the other 
side of the story. You can’t have 
a dump near the center of pop- 
ulation without disturbing the 
residenits who live near that site. 
What is the solution of this 
dilemma? 

If we’re going to spend $12,009 
for collection of something, why 
don’t we collect rubbish instead 
of garbage? People do get their 
garbage collected by private col- 
lecitiors now. some of them charging 
only a dollar a year, but the pri- 
vaite cinllection of tin cans and 
other refuse is not so amply taken 
care of. If we are going to have a 
dump away out in West Andover, 
why not have the town truck the 
refuse out there? That seems the 
only solution fair to all.

LIBRARY NOTES 


New books at the Memorial Hall 
Library: 

“Zero Hour” (Benet and others). 
Six brilliant interpretations by peo- 
ple of varying temperaments and 
experience have contributed to this 
startling plea for more alertness 
on the part of the American peo- 
ple in the present world situation. 


“Make Bright the Arrows” (Mil- 
lay). Edna St. Vincent Millay has 
written these poems with the defin- 
ite purpose of stirring the reader 
to positive thought and action. 

“Murder Is a Serious Business” 
(Dean). A worthy successor to the 
author’s first book, Murder is a 
eollector’s item. Antiques and mur- 
der, with a delightful feminine 
sleuth. 


“Where Do We Go From Here?” 
(Laski). Laski bases this impor- 
tant declaratfon of the stand which 
democracy must take at once on 
the answers to three questions: 
What is the flaw in democracy? 
What is the true nature of the 
force against which England is 
fighting? What chages in democ- 
racy are necessary for wor'd free- 
dom? 

“Time For a Quick One” (Fish- 
back). This is a not-to-be-over- 
looked collection of light poetry; 
poems with a surprising twist as 
a climax to each. 

“My Name Is Aram” (Saroyan). 
A series of incidents in the grow- 
ing up of a young Armenian. De- 
lightful and amusing sketches. 


“A Pocketful of Wry” (McGin- 
ley). Delightful verse in the light- 
er vein, yet beneath the surface 
there is often a thread of surpris- 
ing and touching philosophy. 

“Valley of the Sun” (Kelland). 
In an early American setting the 
author has placed the scene of this 
struggle of a man and woman— 
and a man against man—and all 
three against nature.
